pre Girl Is Brutally Attacked 


Wainwright and district received a 
shock on Sunday last when it was 
learned here that Mrs. George Matth- 
@wson, formerly Miss Mona Gander, 
ton of Wainwright, had been found 
shot to death, stabbed in the chest and 
criminally assaulted in the bedroom of 
her cottage home at Princeton, B. C. 
Sunday, in a sex crime unparalleled in 
that coal mining town, 120 miles east 
of Vancouver. 

Her husband, George Matthewson, a 
taxi-owner returned home in the quiet 
of Sunday morning to find the ravish- 
ed body of his 24-year-old bride of four 
months sprawled across their bed. 
They were married at Wainwright on 
July 8th. 

Provincial Police Inspector J. H. Me- 
Linton said the . Princeton hospital 
nurse had been shot through the head 
by 2 .22 calibre bullet, gashed under 
the. left breast by what he thought 
would be a knife, atid “#adistically” at- 
tacked. A second bullet was lodged in 
the bedroom door. Neither the gun ‘nor 
the weapon used in the stabbing could 
be fourtd. 

Insp. McLinton placed the time of 
the brutal attack at between 11.20 and 
11.30 o’clock Saturday night. He said 
the head wound was fatal but he had 
no way of telling immediately wheth- 
er she had been stabbed and attacked 
before or after her death. 

No arrests had beén made at ‘press 
time, although a provincial police of- 
ficer said that investigators were “op- 
timistic”. 

George Matthewson learned that his 
wife had been bowling with friends 
Saturday night. Police said they had 
no definite theories but were ponder- 
ing the possibility the attacker had 
been in the house awaiting Her return 
home.

the Vermilion ‘ teachers’ convention, 

he Wainwright local, Alberta Teach- 
ers’ Association, helq its annual meet- 
ing. D. H. Gunn of Irma was re-elected 
president, New officers include A. F. 
McCrimmon of Chauvin as vice-presi- 
dent, L. B. Adams of Wainwright as 
Secretary-treasurer, and I. 8. Reeds, 
Irma, and J, Woloshyn, Edgerton, as 
councillors. Mr. Gunn again heads the 
salary negotiation committee. On that 
committee he will be assisted by G. C. 
Welsh of Edgerton and Chas. Cromie 
of Wainwright. 

This year’s convention surpassed all 
previous ones in the matter of attend- 
ance. Over 200 teachers were present— 
56 out of a possible 67 attended from 
the Wainwright Division and Separate 
Schools. Vermilion and Vegreville 
Divisions also participated. 

Highlights of the convention were 
thle addresses on Friday afternoon by 
the principal speakers, Dr.. George 
Selke, Chancellor of the University of 
Montana, and Dr. W. H. Switt, Alber- 
ta Deputy Minister of Education, the 
banquet on Thursday evening, adres- 
sed by Dr. Selke, and the group dis- 
cussions. Dr. Selke is evidently an ad- 
ministrator rather than an educator. 
His addresses contained little that 
could be applied in a classroom,. but 
they were amusing, inspiring and, in 
places, philosophical. He was typical 
of the American ‘speaxers.at teachers’ 
conventions—he was primarily an en- 
tertafner, Dr. Swift ed his re- 
marks to statistics, dealing mainly 
with teacher cértification.

The Federal Government's - pension 
plan has reached the point of nego- 


tiating with the provinces for an a- | 


ment to amend the British North 
America Act to permit the govern- 
ment to collect funds for the project. 


The proposal is to provide a modest 
retirement pension at age 65 to work- 
ers in certain industrial groups. These 
may be enlarged as the plan progress- 
es. The method of the proposed con- 
tribution by the worker is the. cus- 
tomary deduction from pay, with sup- 
‘plementary contributions by the em- 
ployer and with the Federal govern- 
ment (in other words every taxparee) 
footing the operating costs. 


The contributory policy is,.we be- 
lieve, the only sound method of financ- 
ing such benefits. It puts at least part 
of the burden where it, belongs, on the 
shoulders of the beneficiary, rather 
than the taxpayers as a group. It helps 
remove the ll-too-prevalent but 
wholly unsupportable belief that gov- 
ernment can provide almost anything 
at no cost to the thdfvidual. ‘The 
trouble with the proposed method is 
that it obscures the fact of the per- 
sonal contribution. It ia a new pay- 
roll deduction, where there are ‘already 
too many. It saddles industry with the 
onus of being the tax collector and the 
all-too-genial belief.that it is pocket- 
ing the benefits for itself, 

There are other difficulties that sug- 
gest themselves, questions of how in- 
dustries that have already smoothly 
operating pension plans of their own, 
will be in conflict with the govern- 
ment plan, or whether such industries 
and employees, in addition to fulfil- 
ling the obligations they have vol- 
untarily assumed, will be taxed to look 


after others, But the main problem, in |. 


what should be a very sound idea, is 
the confusion that. will undoubtedly 
result in the worker's mina from the 
easy system of deduction at the source. 
When industry is made the tax col- 
lector it suffers grievously. It loses 
caste with its workers. It is a very 
human and understandable attitude, 
however erroneous it may be, that the 
only wages are “take-home-pay.” No 
amount of argument will convince the 
average worker that industry does not 
benefit, but loses heavily by such 
forms of collection. 

The contributory principle has es- 
sential advantages, but the most im- 
portant of these—the recognition of 
individual responsibility—is lost when 
the contribution is not contributed but 
deducted. To make an effective prac- 
tice some measure should be devised 
whereby the worker actually contrib- 
utes qut of money he has actually re- 
ceived as wages,

December Survey 1949 — Statistics 

At the end of November farmers ac- 
ross Canada will again be asked to 
supply facts about their farms in or- 
der that estimates can be made of the 
numbers of livestock in Canada and 
the cost of hired labour.Forms will be 


the Dominion Bureau of Statistics and 
provincial Dept. of Agriculture will co- 
perate in the work. 

The success éf the survey and the 
accuracy of the agricultural statistics 
published by the Bureau and the sev- 
eral provincial Departments ,6f: Agri- 
culture depend on the co-operation of 
farmers in filling out and returning 
the questionnaires. A widespread re- 
sponse from. all types of farmers 
throughout each province is needed in 
order that the atatistics can be based 
on a sufficiently large number of re- 
pors from a representative sample of 
farms throughout. Canada. 

The statistics obtained from the sur- 
vey are used extensively throughout 
the year. The Dominion Bureau of 
Statistics is the official source of. sta- 
tistical information in Canada and its 
figiires are used by governmens, farm 
organizations and industry to plan fu- 
ture operations. International organ- 
izations sich as the world Food and 
Agriculture Organization depend on 
the Bureau to supply up-to-date fig- 
ures on Canada's agricultural indus- 
try. The farmer, through his response 
to the quéstionnaires sent out by the 
Bureau, has a real opportunit}*to help 
form a true picture of agricultural con 
ditions, and it is in his own interest 
to do go. 

The survey has no connection with 
taxation. The farmer’s individual form 
is seen only by workers in the Do- 
minion and, Provincial agricultural 
statistical offices and ‘the farmer is 
protected by law against the wrong 
use of his return, All individual forms 
are kept strictly confidential. 


EARLY CARE FOR DAIRY HEIFERS 

Ptoper care for the dairy heifer is 
simple but important. The care given 
between six months and two years of 
age determines whether she will: be 
stunted in growth or develop into a 
well grown profitable cow,:says Dr. C. 
D. MacKenzie, Animal Husbandry Di- 
vision, Central Experimental Farm, 
Ottawa. 

An ample supply of good quality le- 
gume roughage and first class pasture 
are basic requirements for reducing 
costs in raising heifers. In addition, 
they insure a sufficient supply of nu- 
trients for adequate development. A 
‘good plan is to feed all the high grade 
roughage the animals will consume in 
winter and provide sufficient high 
quality pasture throughout the graz- 
ing season. Roughage should be sup- 
plemented when necessary to insure 
proper. growth without over-fleshing. 
From six to twelve months of age the 
amount of grain mixture fed, compos- 
ed of ordinary grains ground or crush- 
ed, depends on the quality of roughage 
available. ‘Two to three pounds with 
good legume hay, or four to five with 
fair hay is generally sufficient. A good 
grain ration for heifers can be made 
by mixing equal parts of oats and bar- 
ley and adding Jinseed or oil meal at 
the rate of on@ part to five parts of the 
mixture. The amount of hay consum- 
ed varies usually from eight to fifteen 
pounds daily, or if silage is fed in ad-

FARM NOTES FROM ABROAD 
World Breadgrains : 
The United States office of Foreign 
Agricultutal Relations ~ reports | that 
world wheat rye producti in 
1949 is © ‘to total 204 lien 
long tons. This figure brings bread- 
grain production to the 1935-39 level. 
Of the total, wheat production is esti- 
ated at 1.7 Billion bushels. Contin- 
ental Europe afid the Soviet Union to- 
gether ordinarily produce more than 
95 per cent of the world’s rye crop. 
Argentine Corn 
The Argentine Government is grant- 
ing loans to farmers to expedite the 
marketing of the present corn. crop, 
and to encourage planting the new 
crop. 
Irish Frozen Meat 
Ireland’s first consignment of ffozen 
meat—a sample shipment o out ‘180 
tons representing 500~h: of stock— 
was recently shipped to Sweden. This 
development has ‘been caused partly 
‘by a leather shortage in Ireland be- 
cause most of the meat has been ex- 
ported previously on the hoof. The 
export of frozén meat will result in a 
greater retention of hides in the coun- 
try. r 
Danish Bacon 
As a result of recent negotiations, 
exports of Danish bacon to the United 
Kingdom are expected to reach about 
266 million pounds during the 15-month 
period ending December 31, 1950. This 
is an increase of 154 million pounds. ov 
er exports during the 12-month period 
Wetober 1, 1948 to September 30, 1949. 
Dutch Potatoes 
The Government of Argentina has 
authorized the purchase of 5 thousand 
metric tons of table potatoes from Hol- 
land, in addition to 300 thousand sacks 
for which permits were granted previ- 
ously, Uruguay is also importing -tab- 
le potatoes’ from Holland and imports 
are expected td be 25 thousand tons. 


dition, the amounts of hay may vary 
from five to ten pounds, and of silage 
from eight to fifteen pounds. If pasture 
is scarce it is always advisable to sup- 
plement pasture with sufficient feed 
either in the form of concentrates, hay, 
silage or green crops. 

After the heifer reaches one year of 
age, good quality legume roughage is 
all that is generaljy required up to 
three to four months before time of 
calving. Then four to five pounds of 
grain are fed daily'in addition. Natur- 
ally sufficient salt should be provided. 

The age at which the heifer calves 
should depend to some extent on her 
development. A good guide is to breed 
her at eighteen months of age. 

Raising only ‘heifers known to be 
well bred for production is the best 
way to offset feeding. costs.

About 96 percent of the 1949 Canadi- 
an wheat acreage was seedeq in the 
three prairie provinces leaving approxi- 
mately four percent among the other 
seven. This area is the’ Northern por- 
tion of the Great Plains of North Am- 
erica, Over the border from the Can- 
adian prairies about 73 percent of the 
record wheat acreage seeded in Unit- 
ed States in 1949 was seeded in the 16 
states from North Dakota and Mont- 
ana south through New Mexico & Tex 
as. Some seven percent was in. the 
three Pacific Coast states which leaves 
only 20 per cent for the other 85 states 
of the Union. The total '49 wheat crop 
on these Great Plains is estimated at 
over 1 1-8 billion bushels.

AUDUBON SOCIETY 
URGES PROTECTION 
OF SOARING HAWKS 


NEW YORK—Man’s unappreciated 
friends, the high-flying hawks, have 
taken their lives in their talons again 
and started migrating. south. 

All along the skyways to the south- 
ern states and beyond, guns are blaz- 
ing and traps laid for these birds of 
prey. This in spite of protective laws 
‘land the word of conservationists that 
the broad-winged hawks are’ worth 
their weight in shotgun shells as ro- 
dent destroyers. 

For the lonely hawk, no wave of 
public sympathy arises as it does for 
duck and songbird. Instead, any num- 
ber of hunters and farm boys take pot 
shots at this slowly wheeling bird. 

The situation is so serious, from the 
conservationist’s standpoint, that the 
National Audubon Society has issued 
a statement saying: 

“The senseless past slaughter of 
these hawks has brought some of them 
within risk of extermination. 

“Widespread publicity was recently 
giver to western pilots hired by.ranch 
ers to shoot down hundreds of golden 
eagles from the sky, on the grounds 
these birds were taking many young 
lambs and antelope fawns. 

“Over a period of years, photograph- 
ere taking motion pictures for Audu- 
bon screen tour audiences have watch 
ed many golden eagles at their nests. 
One pair in a single day brought to 
their young no less than 22 ground 
squirrels, gophers and jack rabbits. 
The only domestic or game animals 
brought to any golden eagle nest un- 
der observation were two  mule-deer 
fawns, ih an area where tlie large deer 
population was a serious problem for 
farmers.” 

Fast-Flying Brigands 

The chief .victims on migration 
flights -— red-tailed, red-shouldered 
broad-winged Swainson’s ang rough- 
legged hawks—are rodent hunters. On 
the other hand, the short-winged, fast 
flying brigands such as sharp-shinned 
hawks, do snatch birds and chickens, 
but they operate so swiftly, darting 
out from woods and back jn. again, 
that the irate farmer usually doesn’t

even see them. He shoots the benefi- 
cial soaring hawk instead. 

On their southwarg journey in Sep- 
tember and October, the soaring 
hawks migrate mainly on north winds 
and make use also of thermal currents 
just as glider pilots do. In the east, 
they tend to follow mountain ranges. 

Because of the conformation of the 
mountains, \the hawks are funneled 
here and there into bottlenecks. Such 
a place is Hawk Mountain near Ham- 
burg, Pa., in' the Appalachians. There 
one day last year, an observer counted 
18,000 hawks. 

It used to be that hunters lay in am- 
bush at Hawk Mountain and shot 
hawks down by the wagon load. Now 
the area is protected. 

Such concentrations give a false 
impression of abundance. The nation’s 
hawk population has been reduced 
seriously. Of the falcons, the duck 
hawk has been reduced tom population 
of 6,000 in North America. The Cali- 
fornia condor,’ largest of the scaven- 
gers, is right on the verge of extermin- 
ation despite rigid protective measur- 
es. 


“The shooting of soaring hawks 
calls for no ‘great display of marksman 
ship or intelligence,” comments the 
Audubon Society. It is prohibited by 
law in more than 30 states. Bald eag- 
les which are scavengers and fish 
eaters, in the.main, are protected by 
federal law. ,

The reverse was true during 
World War II, when farmers ‘had the 
money but there was a shortage of 
new machinery. 


Greater mechanization of farm oper- 
ations means greater efficiency in pro- 
duction. Pobably because the Prairies 
are so suitable to rapid mechanization, 
prairie farmers purchased more than 
any other regional group in the el- 
even year period under consideration. 
Their total outlay, at wholesale’ vaiue, 
amounted to $451,000,000 or about 60 
per cent of Canadien expenditures, 

On a provincial total basis, Saskat- 
chewan farmers have been the heavi- 
est investors, In Hastern Canada, with

Soil Fertility Losses 
A great deal is being said ‘and 
written, regarding the tremendous 
soil losses caused by wind and water 
erosion in Western Canada. Erosion 
indeed is the greatest problem facing 
farmers in the Prairie provinces at 
the present time. However, there is 
another important source of sail 
loss or depletion which receives 
far too little attention from most 
western farmers. We refer to the 
annual drain of nutrients from the 
soil through the growing and export- 
ing of farm crops, particularly cereal 
crops 
Plant Food Removed, The 1948 
preduoting of wheat, oats and bar- 
in Westén Canada totalled 

roughly 416,000,000 bushels. These 
crops removed ' some 200,000 tons 
of nitrogen, 95,000 tons of ee 
phorous, and 47,000 tons of 

from our prairie soils, What is is 
being done to replace the enormous 
quantities of plant nutrients that 
are taken each crop year from the 
soils of Western Canada? 

Plant Food Returned.. A reason- 
ably close estimate of the commer- 
cial fertilizers used in the Prairie 
Proviness in 1948 show that only 

5,800 tons of nitrogen, 22,500 tons 
of phosphorous, and 18 tons of 
potash were returned to the goil. 
When these figures ate compared 
with’ the amounts of the three 
principal nutrients removed from 
the soil ‘in the ‘harvesting of the 
1948 grain crop a most serious 
deficit is revealed. A quantity of 
plant food is, of course, returned to 

* the soil in the form of legume crops 
and manure. Nevertheless, the 
over-all balance: sheet indicates a 
tremendous yearly drain on our soil 
fertility reserves. No soil is inex- 
haustible. After all, you can’t

"BUREAUCRACY AT Its Best 


I had a visitor yesterday. He said 
1 | hie name was Hooper and that he was 
an employee of Ministry of Transport. 
The occasion of the visit was a letter 
I had written to him in Feb. 1948 com-
